DR.  JOHN  WILMOT  MAHOOD  --  1864-1955 


"Precious   in    the  sight  of  the   Lord    is   the  death   of  His   saints." 

Dr.  J.  Wilmot  Mahood,  founder  and  first  president  of  the  London 
Bible  Institute,  went  to  be  with  the  Lord  on  Sunday,  August  7,  1955  — 
just  0  few  days  before  his  ninety-first  birthday.  For  him,  we  are  sure, 
it  was  a  great  day  of  promotion  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord  he  loved 
and    faithfully    served    during    his    long    and    fruitful    ministry. 

Though  Dr.  Mahood  was  of  retiring  age  when  he  started  this  school 
in  London,  he  felt  it  to  be  the  most  rewarding  phase  of  his  ministry.  After 
his  retirement  in  1944,  he  maintained  a  deep  personal  interest  in  all 
who  were  associated  with  the  school.  It  was  a  great  joy  to  him  to  witness 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  school  and  to  know  that  the  work 
the  Lord  began  through  him,  the  Lord  Himself  was  continuing  through 
trusted  leadership,  and  that  the  purpose  of  the  school  was  being  main- 
tained   and    its    ministry    increased. 

The  outreach  and  effect  of  his  prayer  ministry  for  the  school  and 
for  each  member  of  the  staff  and  faculty,  as  well  as  a  number  of  graduates 
at  home  and  on  the  mission  field  can  never  be  measured  by  earth's 
standards. 

As  a  school  we  "thank  God  upon  every  remembrance"  of  our  Founder, 
and  desire  to  be  faithful  to  the  Lord  in  the  trust  passed  on  to  us,  while 
we  look  for  "that  blessed  hope  and  the  glorious  appearing  of  the  great 
God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  —  the  day  of  reward  and  of  reunion.
